Hb0tract of proceebinas. 



The sixty-first annual session of the Texas Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, convened in Rockdale, Texas, De- 
cember 5, 1900, at 9 o’clock, a. m.. Bishop W. A. Candler, D. D., in the 
chair, and met from day to day until 10 a. m., December 10, when a final 
adjournment was reached. Seth Ward, D. D., was elected Secretary, with 
D. H. Hotchkiss and C. A. Hooper as assistants, and C. U. McEarty Sta- 
tistical Secretary. The condensed minutes, together with the reports 
and resolutions on succeeding pages, show results of the deliberations of 
the Conference. Other than these transactions, the following is an 
abstract of the proceedings: 

First Day — D ecember 5, 1900. 

Introduction: Dr. E. E. Hoss, editor of the Christian Advocate, 
Nashville, Tennessee, and Dr. P. H. Whisner, Secretary of the Board of 
Church Extension, were introduced and addressed the Conference in the 
interest of their special departments. 

PuBuic Worship: The Committee on Public Worship announced that 
Dr. E. E. Hoss would preach at 3 p. m. and Rev- W. D. Bradfield at 7:30 
p. m. 

Second DAY-^December 6, 1900. 

Introductions: Dr. J. E. Harrison, of McKinnon Seminary, San 
Antonio, Texas, was introduced to the Conference and spoke in interests 
of the future educational work of our church in the State. 

Dr. C. F. Reid, of our Korean Mission, representing the General 
Board of Missions, was introduced and addressed the Conference in the 
interest of mission work. 

Ques. 20. Under the call of the 20th question, when the name of J. 
C. Mickle was called, he made his report, and at his request his name 
was referred for the superannuated relation. J. M. Crutchfield was refer- 
red for the supernumerary relation.

Third Day — December 7, 1900. 

Minute Questions: The calling of the minute questions occupied 
the larger portion of this session. 

Special Order: The selection of the place for holding the next 
session of the Conference was made the special order of the day for 
to-morrow morning immediately after reading the journal. 

PuBEic Worship: The Committee on Public Worship announced 

preaching for 3 p. m. by C. J. Oxley, and for 7:30 p. m. by J. L. Massey. 

Fourth Day — D ecember 8, 1900. 

Selection of Peace: The special order of the day being the selec- 
ion of the place for holding the next session of the Conference, Hunts- 
ville and Bryan were put in nomination. After some discussion Bryan 
was withdrawn and Huntsville was unanimously chosen. 

QuES. 20. The name of G. S. Sandel being reached under call of 
question 20, he made his report, and at his desire his name was referred 
for a superannuated relation. 

W. O. Hightower: On motion, the Bishop and Presiding Elders 
were privileged to employ W. O. Hightower as a supply.

ciplinary questions, were admitted into full connection.

Philpott, D. D. H. M. Sears read the report of the Committee on Me- 
moirs. Pending the adoption a^ number of the brethren spoke of the 
life and work of Dr. Philpott, paying affectionate tribute to the memory 
of the deceased.

Sixth Day — D ecember 10, 1900.

Southwestern University. — We are gratified to learn of the con- 
tin ued;|' prosperity of our central institution of learning, Southwestern 
University. The Curators, in their twenty-eighth annual report, set forth 
the following encouraging facts: An increasing patronage amounting to 
a net gain over last year of 34, confined to the college classes; in the in- 
stitution, 57 young men preparing for the ministry, and one hundred and 
twenty-two receiving free tuition. The discipline of the University has 
been wisely and wholesomely administered. We are glad to say that the 
high character of the University for Christian teaching and wholesome 
religious influence is steadily maintained. Every student in the Annex 
is a professor of religion and member of the church. A great revival of 
religion has brought many students into the Kingdom of our Divine 
Lord, and confirmed many more in the faith of Christ. 

Your Board would call especial attention to the fact that the General 
Board of Education, in classifying the various educational institutions of 
our church, have recognized but eight as fully ‘meeting all the conditions 
of a first* class college, as laid down by the Educational Commission ap- 
pointed by our last General Conference. But two of these are situated 
west of the Mississippi river. Southwestern being one of the eight, is 
also one of the two. Again, of the eight, the Southwestern has the larg- 
est attendance, grants the largest amount of free tuition, and has in at- 
tendance thj largest number of young men preparing for the ministry; 
while of the entire number of colleges recognized as first class, she has 
the least investment in buildings, endowment, libraries and laboratories. 
Here we find cause for both joy and regret. May the springs of help so 
generously opened up by the recent agitation of the cause of Christian ed- 
ucation continue to flow until the needs of two hundred thousand Metho- 
dists of Texas be adequately provided for in our central Institution of 
learning. 

We congratulate the Board of Trustees and their indefatigable financial 
agent. Rev. F. B. Sinex,that at last their efforts to meet the pressing demands 
of a constantly increasing patronage have resulted in the erection and 
furnishing of a spacious and handsome new University building, perhaps 
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the most beautiful in its design and most convenient in its appoint- 
ments of all our Southern Methodist college buildings. In the erection 
of this splendid building some indebtedness was incurred by the Board of 
Trustees, which action, in view of the urgent necessity of the case, was en- > 

dorsed by our last annual Conference. The Board of Trustees hope to receive 
from subscription and pledges already made, a sufidcient amount to meet ' 

all this indebtedness by June ist, 1901. We most earnestly recommend 
therefore that all the brethren of this Conference, who have in hand sub- 
scriptions either of their own or their people to the building fund or the 
Twentieth Century fund, make every effort to pay the same by the first of . 

June, 1901, so that the above mentioned indebtedness may be liquidated. * 

The high literary, classical and scientific character, and the thor- 
oughly Christian spirit maintained by this institution, commends it to the 
support of all our people, and to the patronage of those who seek for 
their sons and daughters the advantage of a liberal education. ; 

Summer Schooe of Theoeogy. — Through the efforts of our efl&- 
cient secretary of education, Bro. Seth Ward, and other interested friends 
of education, and the faculty of the Southwestern University, a move- 
ment has been inaugurated by which it is intended to open a summer 
school of theology in the University building for the benefit of the un- 
dergraduate preachers of Texas Methodism. We especially commend 
this movement as a worthy effort to meet a great need of our times — a ' 

more thoroughly furnished and prepared ministry. If the recent wide 
spread agitation of the cause of Christian education is creating an interest 
upon the part of our people, resulting in a deeper affection for and an in- 
creased patronage of our school, we must also expect that this same inter- ; 

est demands a more thoroughly prepared and better equipped ministry. ^ 

Your Board sincerely trusts that the undergraduates of this Conference 
will avail themselves of the advantages this summer school will offer. 

Chappeee Hile Femaek Coeeege.— This institution we are glad to * 

report has had a very prosperous year, enrolling the largest number of 
boarding pupils of any ye=^r under the present administration, another 
evidence that the agitation of the cause of Christian education results in 
something more than the dollars and cents contributed. The total num- 
ber of pupils enrolled the past year is seventy-five. The work done in 
all the departments has been thorough The music department has been 
the most popular and remunerative. About one-half of the pupils have been 
enrolled in that department. The commercial and art departments have 
been satisfactorily conducted, but have been sustained only by employing 
the teachers in other branches. We commend the industrial feature of 
the college, enabling, as it has, nearly half the boarding pupils, who 
otherwise would not have been able to attend school, to pay at least half 
their expenses by work in laundry, dairy, sewing room, dining room, etc. 

The Christian influences prevailing in the school are excellent. A larger 
proportion than usual are professed Christians. 
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There are six teachers in the several departments of this school, 
which number is adequate to do the work demanded by a first class insti- 
tution of its grade. Much damage was done to the school buildings by 
the late storm, necessitating an outlay for repairs amounting to $500.00. 
Half rates in extra branches and free tuition in the literary branches are 
granted to the daughters of itinerant ministers. 

The board of trustees, acting upon the recommendation of our last 
Annual Conference, have adjusted the course of study of the institution 
so as to conform to the requirements of the General Board of Education 
for Secondary Schools, and thus it is correlative with our central institu- 
tion, Southwestern University. The present president. Prof. Landon F. 
Smith, has given eminent satisfaction in his position, has shown the 
spirit of self-sacrifice in his efforts to build up the school and make it in 
truth a first class Secondary School for young ladies. 

We recommend that the assessment for Paine & Lane Institutes 
be as heretofore, $250.00. 

We recommend that the assessment for education be as heretofore, 
$1685.00, to be distributed pro rata (provided for by Par. 412 of New Dis- 
cipline) as follows: $185.00 for General Board; $1500.00 for Southwestern 
University. 

The collection for Paine & Lane Institutes is $106 40, less for print- 
ing minutes. The educational collection, which, according to 412 of 
New Discipline, is to be combined into one fund and apportioned pro 
rata is $790.50, less for printing minutes $ , divided as follows: Gen- 
eral Board, $ ; Southwestern, $ . 

We have received from the Sunday School Board $10.43, being ten 
per cent of the collection on Children’s Day, which is ordered remitted 
to the Secretary of the General Board. 

VANDERBII.T University. — We rejoice to learn of the continued 
prosperity of the Vanderbilt University. From the report of Dr. W. F. 
Tillett, the dean of the biblical department, we quote the following: 
“There were 771 students enrolled in the seven different departments of 
the University last year, of which number 81 were young ministers. 
These young ministers represent about 30 of our Annual Conferences. 
About 450 of our former students are now itinerant preachers and mem- 
bers of the various Conferences. Of our 48 Annual Conferences there is 
perhaps not one but has one or more former Vanderbilt students in its 
itinerant membership. A large proportion of the foreign missionaries of 
our church are former students of the University.” 

We call attention to the proposition of Mr. Samuel Cupples, of St. 
Louis, to give $50,000.00 to the biblical department on condition that the 
church at large gives $100,000.00 by the meeting of the General Confer- 
ence in 1902. We congratulate cur Conference that it is fulfilling the plan 
pf the General Conference in appropriating twenty per cent of the Twenti- 
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eth Century collection to~the biblical department of this our chief uni- 
versity. 

Our board would call especial attention to the free scholarships for 
college graduates in the biblical department, which cover the cost of 
board in Wesley Hall, and also to the Sustenation Loan Fund, which is 
available for theological students not receiving scholarships. 

The Twentieth Century Movement. — While rejoicing that our 
Conference, in the face of great disasters which have impoverished many 
of our people and curtailed their paying ability, has raised in cash and sub- 
scription every dollar of our pro rata of the million and a half asked by 
our General Conference, yet we realize that wejhave not by any means 
met our obligation of gratitude to Almighty God for our share in the prov- 
idential blessings of the past hundred years and more of the history of our 
great Methodism. About four-fifths of the entire Twentieth Century Fund 
has been subscribed bTj^our church at large. We recommend therefore 
that all our brethren, acting upon the suggestion recently made by Bishop 
Galloway, hold in their charges on the last night of this year a “watch 
night” service, that the Twentieth^Century cause be presented and a col- 
lection be taken so that as the old year dies and the new century is ush- 
ered in our church may have in her hands the entire Twentieth Century 
Fund of one and a half million dollars, which, at best, will be but a feeble 
expression of our gratitude to God and the small beginning of another 
century of her history. The heroic years back of us tell us that to do less 
is to lose our birthright, a doubting, sinning present tells us that to do 
less is to die a defeated, despoiled army, an outcast from the heritage we 
were divinely appointed to win. 

At our last Annual Conference your Board of Education recommended 
that the presiding Bishop appoint Rev. Seth Ward as our Conference Sec- 
retary of Education, that this great cause be properly presented through- 
out the bounds of our Conference. The Bishop acted upon the recom- 
mendation. The efforts of our secretary have brought us large returns, 
and the wisdom of the Bishop in appointing Dr. Ward to this work has 
been justified by the ability and faithfulness and success with which he 
has prosecuted it. • 

We recommend that the collection of the unpaid amounts subscribed 
to the Twentieth Century Fund be placed in the hands of Rev. F. B. Sinex, 
and that the brethren co-operate with him in securing as early a collec- 
tion as possible. 

We recommend that the following resolution be passed by this Con- 
ference: 

Whereas, The trustees of the Southwestern University were so fort- 
unate as to secure the services of Bishop Candler to make a canvass of the 
state in the interest of the building fund of the new university structure, 
and. 
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Whereas, This canvass was a labor of love for Christ and the glory 
of his church upon the part of our much loved Bishop, and, 

Whereas, That canvass, prosecuted with such signal ability and faith- 
fulness, was partly made within the bounds of our Conference, greatly 
aiding, both directly and indirectly, the securing of our full pro rata sub- 
scription to the twentieth century movement, and also the creating of a 
healthful sentiment in favor of Christian Education, therefore be it. 

Resolved, That the grateful thanks of this Conference are due 
and are hereby extended to him for his valuable services. 

Whereas, The educational institutions of our mission fields have 
for the most part been overlooked in the directing of our our twentieth 
century thank offering, and 

Whereas, The early action of the Conference has for the most part 
applied the bulk of gifts to local schools, and in consideration of the 
urgent necessity of a forward educational movement on our mission fields, 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the first Sunday in May, 1901, be set apart for pre- 
senting this subject to our people, and the raising of a special collection 
to be applied to the Sou Chow University. 

iAe recommend that the bishop appoint G. W. Davis, M. L. Dickey 
and B. L. Glazener students at Southwestern University.. 

We recommend that Rev. Seth Ward be appointed Conference Secre- 
tary of Education. 

In this connection we also submit the following paper: 

Whereas, Dr. J. W. Thomason, of Huntsville, has established a 
scholarship at Vanderbuilt University, to be known as the Emily J. Thom- 
ason Scholarship, said scholarship to be devoted to the education of can- 
didates for medical mission work in our foreign field, and. 

Whereas, Mrs. Sandford Gibbs, also of Huntsville, Texas, has en- 
dowed a loan fund, to be known as the Sandford Gibbs Loan Fund, the 
interest of this fund to be used as a a loan in aiding worthy young men in 
acquiring an education, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we extend to Dr. J. W. Thomason and Mrs. S. S. 
Gibbs our sincerest thanks for their wise and liberal contributions to the 
cause of Christian Education.

Dear Brethren: Your committee on Epworth Leagues begs leave 
to submit the following report; 
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From what we can gather in advance of the statistical report, we be- 
lieve that there will be a net loss of Eeague Chapters and Members for 
this year, and we do not think that all this should be laid to the storm. 

The day has passed when the League can be run on the excitement of 
a popular excursion to a great gathering. Literary taste and culture or 
social enjoyment will not act as the cement to make the League a solid 
body and prevent disintegration; it is only the power of the Holy Ghost 
that binds heart to heart in Christian fellowship, all other forces are only 
secondary helpers. The League’s usefulness and power is after all meas- 
ured by its spirituality. We are happy to state that we have such Leagues 
within the bounds of our Conference, and they are a power in the church. 
We heartily endorse the judgment of the Southern League Conference held 
in Atlanta, that the stress should be laid on the district organization. 
Houston, Austin and Calvert districts are thus organized and they are 
reaping the benefits. 

From the General Secretary’s report to this Conference we find that 
throughout the connection there has been a net gain in Chapters and 
Membership during the past year. Good progress is also being made with 
the course of study. The cause that is lagging is the subscriptions to 
The Epwofth Era, Is it not a fact that the funds that would otherwise 
go to the superannuated preachers are now used to sustain the Epworth 
League department? If this be true, surely the Chapters should come to 
the rescue and make The Era self-supporting. The paper is an artistic 
beauty, the highest skill of the printer is used in its make-up, its literary 
and religious standard is high indeed. 

Our Texas Leagues do not now, independently, support any mission- 
aries. This gives them over entirely as the pastor’s assistant. This is 
much better, it brings League and pastor nearer together. The pastor 
who does not use his League to the fullest extent on his missionary col- 
lections loses much of the power of his church.

^Temperance anb Sabbatb ©b^ervance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: We your committee on Temperance and Sabbath 
Observance beg leave to submit the following: 

First as to Temperance. Giving to this word its somewhat restricted 
but common interpretation — abstinence from the use and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors — the attitude of our church on this question is well known. 
We take the high ground of total abstinence, or, as our rule puts it, “the 
not drinking spirituous liquors except in cases of necessity.” There is 
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need, however, that we definitely and often state our position on this sub- 
ject,'^4or such is 'the abounding trafi&c in alcoholic drinks, and such the 
social customs of the people that there is a constant temptation to depart 
from our'general rule on this su')ject. We urge, therefor, that our preach- 
ers and leaders, both by precept and example, through pulpit and press, 
Sunday' 'school and League, and religious gatherings generally, seek to 
impress our people, especially the young, with the iniquitous and debas- 
ing character of this traffic and custom. Further, that we heartily com- 
mend the work" of the IjWomans’ Christian Temperance Union, as it re- 
lates to this traffic; also the Anti-Saloon League of the United States. In 
passing, the committee is glad to note that the prohibition sentiment in 
the United States is by no means dead, as witness the large vote polled by 
the late candidate for the presidency on the prohibition ticket. 

Second as to Sabbath Observance. Your committee deplores the 
wide-spread desecration of this day and is pained to note that both in our 
larger and smaller communities the American Sabbath is fast becoming 
continental in tone, a day of frivolity and social pleasure. Recognizing 
the vital importance of this day in the preservation and development of 
our holy religion and the social well-being of our people, it behooves us 
as a church to stand in line with every agency that looks toward the 
proper observance of the Christian Sabbath. To this end we urge that our 
preachers, leaders and members, by precept and example, remembering 
our general rule on this subject, seek to stem the tide of the further secular- 
izing of this day and to bring back the people to a recognition of the fact 
that it is indeed the Lord’s Day. It is painful to note that some of our preach- 
ers and leaders are careless of the strict observance of this day, and we 
submit that it is better to err on the side of strictness, “the avoidance of 
the appearance of evil,” than on the side of laxity.

We beg to submit for the information of the Conference, and in order 
that the same may be made a record of the Conference, the following: 

Some years ago Dr. J. B. Moore, of Washington county, died, and di- 
rected in his will that a tract of land in Tom Green county (now Coke) 
be sold by his executors and the proceeds devoted to the benefit of the 
Conference Claimants of the Texas Annual Conference, and making cer- 
tain provisions as to certain claimants who should not participate in the 
fund. The principal derived from said sale should be kept intact and only 
the interest used. 

One-half of the land was sold for taxes. The executor. Rev. C. L. 
Spencer, of Navasota, Texas, sent this Board $40.00 to be so invested, 
and it has been in the hands of the Board for about two or three years. 
After the Conference which met in Marlin, Mr. Spencer requested Mr. J. 
D. Campbell to take charge of the land and effect a sale of same. This 
was done, and the one-half of the land remaining in Mr. Spencer’s hands 
was sold, and as the net proceeds of said sale, Mr. Spencer as executor, 
turned over to Mr. J. D. Campbell, chairman of this Board, a vendor’s lien 
note, dated May 4, 1900, for $720.00, due in five years after date, with interest 
at eight per cent, per annum, payable annually on Nov. i of each year, 
and also $174.22 in cash. 

A compromise was effected with the purchaser of the one-half of said 
land which was sold for taxes, and Mr. Spencer also turned over to Mr. 
J. D. Campbell, a vendor’s lien note, the proceeds of said compromise, for 
the sum of $265.00, dated Aug. 14, 1900, payable five years after date with 
eight per cent interest, payable annually on Nov. i of each year. 

Mr. Campbell collected on Nov. i, $4.40 interest on this note, and 
$24 on the larger note. He also collected $3.20 interest on the original 
$40 sent us by Mr. Spencer. 

The heirs of the original grantee of the land have made arrangements 
to file suit for the recovery of the land, and in case it should be recovered 
we will be called upon to surrender the money and securities received. 
Hence we thought best not to distribute any of the interest above men- 
tioned until after the determination of the prospective litigation over the 
land. Pending such litigation we have thought best to leave the money 
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and notes above mentioned in the hands of Mr. J. D. Campbell, and we 
respectfully submit this statement and report, and ask that our action in 
the matter be approved.

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: The Sunday School wields a wonderful educat- 

ing influence. Its text book is the Word of God — a book that is pro- 
scribed by our laws from our public schools. Her teachers are men and 
women, who not only must have an educational qualification, but who 
must also know God in the forgiveness of their sins. Who can measure 
the social, moral and spiritual influence of the Sunday School? Many 
of us can trace our earliest impressions to her influence. The earliest 
impressions are the most lasting. Therefore, the only time in which the 
religious habit may be rightly established is the period of childhood. 
It follows, therefore, that every School that is established makes our holy 
Sabbath day more secure, strengthens the family circle and preserves 
inviolate the sanctity of the marriage state. It also trains the children 
up to be believers in, workers for, and supporters of missions and mis- 
sionaries. But the Sunday School was not intended to be an educating 
influence only. If it went no further thau that indicated it would de- 
serve the sympathy and cordial support of all good citizens. It was in- 
tended to be a saving institution, and if it fails in this, it is not filling 
its mission in the world. Let all workers be careful not to lose sight of 
this fact. 

The literature that is put out by the Sunday School department under 
our able Editor and Secretary, Dr. James Atkins, continues to be the very 
best. Your Board heartily concurs with our Editor in urging every Pas- 
tor to put forth his best efforts in trying to place a copy of the Magazine 
in the hands of every teacher and the Children’s Visitor in every house; 
for we are sure there is none better and few as good. Our people have no 
occasion to go elsewhere for literature, and no teacher can offer a reason- 
able excuse for not being well prepared with such lessons when such ex- 
cellent helps are within the reach of all. 

Your Board fears that Children’s Day has been neglected. In the 
words of our Editor: I beg that all Pastors do all in their power to for- 
ward this occasion, because of the results which accrue in the educational 
effect upon our j^oung people, and in the help furnished to destitute 
schools and to the children and youth in all our foreign fields. The Dis- 
cipline gives explicit direction as to what disposition to make of the 
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funds collected on Children’s Day, and to apply them otherwise is to vio- 
late the laws of our church. Your attention is called to the fact that ap- 
plication to the Board for aid must be approved by the President and 
Secretary of this Board. 

“Feed my lambs,” said Christ; let us enter the new century with a 
firmer tread and with the resolve to carry out this command of our Mas- 
ter, and this can be accomplished in a large measure by organizing and 
looking after Sunday Schools.

HORATIO V. PHILPOTT, D. D. 

Horatio V. Philpott, D. D., was born near Somerville, in Morgan 
county, Alabama. In his young boyhood days he had only the educa- 
tional advantages offered by his native town, but after he grew up he was 
placed under the tuition of a learned Presbyterian minister. He was a 
close student and earnestly sought knowledge from every source possible. 
He studied books and men. 

In 1845 he came to Texas and joined the United States army, and in 
the war with Mexico served as a Texas ranger. He went into Mexico 
with the advance guard and returned with the rearguard of the army, 
having distinguished himself for fesrless daring and the highest type of 
personal bravery. 

At the close of the Mexican war he returned to Alabama and entered 
the practice of law. He became prominent in politics and was soon made 
Major-General of the Alabama State militia. In boyhood he was intensely 
religious, but in early manhood was greatly troubled with doubts, and 
became skeptical. The date of his conversion or reclamation was perhaps 
about the age of twenty-seven years, and soon after he began preaching 
as a minister in the Methodist church. In 1855 he returned to Texas and 
became President of the Masonic Institute, a school established by the 
Masons at Fairfield, Texas; but he soon resigned this position to join the 
Texas Annual Conference, into which he was admitted on trial at Gonzales 
in the fall of 1856 and was stationed at San Antonio. He was received 
into full connection at Austin in 1858 in a class with O. A. Fisher, Thomas 
B. Ferguson, W. S. South, Buckner Harris and others. He,was a Deacon 
at this time and was probably a local Deacon at the time of his admission 
on trial. He was elected and ordained Elder at Chappell Hill in i860, 
being ordained Elder by Bishop Andrew. 

He served, during his long and faithful ministry, the following charges: 
In 1857, San Antonio station; in 1858, Matagorda and Trespalacios sta- 
tion; in 1859, Columbia and African mission; in i860 — 61, Huntsville'*^ 
station; in 1862, Chappell Hill station; in 1863, Houston and Colored 
mission. The minutes show that he was transferred to the Alabama 
Conference in the fall of 1863. Probably he did not go as he was present 
at the following session of this Conference. In 1865, Brenham station 
1866, Galveston station; (1867 appointments are not given); in 1868, Bryan 
station and circuit; 1869 — 70, Bryan circuit; 1871 — 72, Bryan station; 1873, 
Presiding Elder on Chappell Hill district; 1874—75—76—77, Austin 
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station; 1878-79 Bryan station; 1880, Presiding Elder on Galveston district; 
1881 — 82, Bryan station; 1883 — 84 — 85, Huntsville district; 1886 — 87 — 88, 
Chappell Hill district; 1889 — 90 — 91, Galveston district; 1892, Bryan sta- 
tion. In the fall of 1892 he was transferred to the West Texas Conference 
and stationed at Laredo; in the fall of 1893 he was transferred back to 
this Conference and stationed at Willis. In 1894, at Cameron, he was 
granted a superannuated relation; at Brenham in 1895 he was left on the 
effective list and stationed at Oakwoods and Buffalo. This was his last 
appointment. In the fall of 1896 at Bastrop he was granted a superan. 
nuated relation, which relation he sustained until the day of his death. 
A long and faithful ministry — forty years hard labor in his Master’s 
vineyard. 

In the fall of 1867 he was elected secretary of the Texas Conference 
and served continuously until 1891 — twenty-four years. He was a 
reserve delegate to the General Conference in 1870, and was a member of 
the General Conference in the sessions of 1874, 1878, 1882 and 1890, and 
was a reserve delegate in 1886. 

He was twice married. The date of his first marriage we were unable 
to get. His first wife was a Miss Eloise Thompson, a lady of culture and 
high social position. In 1863 he was married to Miss Henrietta Clay 
Bledsoe, of Washington county, Texas. 

Dr. Philpott was no ordinary man. In manners he was a Christian 
gentleman; as a husband and father he was indulgent, tender, and loving; 
as a citizen he sought to do justice to all men; as a preacher he was 
strong and clear, delivering his message with skill and sobriety, so 
dividing the word of truth that each received his portion in due season. 
He was a man of strong convictions and had always a courage equal to his 
convictions. Few men in Texas Methodism were better known than Dr. 
Philpott, and his name is closely connected with the history of Methodism 
in the State. But he answers to our roll call no more; he has heard and 
answered the call we must all answer sooner or later. The passing away 
of this good man removes one of our oldest and most honored members 
from among us. We may truly say, “An old landmark in our Zion,’’ a 
great man has fallen in Israel. On the 9th day of November, 1900, at the 
home of his honored son W. B. Philpott at College Station his redeemed 
spirit took its flight to its eternal reward. He leaves the fragrance of a 
. good name among us. Peace to his memory and rest to his tired spirit. 

To his bereaved children we would say, your loving father has entered 
into that rest for which he labored so long. Weep not — 

“For God hath marked each sorrowing day 
And numbered every secret tear. 

And heaven’s long age of bliss shall pay 
For all his children suffer here.’’
